Gentlemen, 

I  estimate  the  Population  of  Leicester  at  the  end 
of  1S74  at  108,021,  and  I  am  happy  to  be  able  to  inform 
you  that  the  mortality  of  the  Borough  during  the  year 
1874,  is  only  fractionally  higher  than  that  of  last  year, — 
itself  the  lowest  I  have  recorded. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  in  1874  amount  to  2558, 
to  which  number  must  be  added  six  deaths  of  inhabitants 
of  Leicester  who  died  during  IS 74,  in  the  Borough  Hospital 
in  Freake’s  Ground,  and  23  in  the  Lunatic  Asylum  at 
Humbcrstone,  who  were  also  previously  inhabitants  of 
Leicester,  making  altogether  2587  deaths  ;  from  which 
must  be  deducted  32  deaths  in  the  Infirmary  and  Fever 
House,  of  patients  who  were  brought  therefrom  the  country, 
and  thirty-five  in  the  County  Lunatic  Asylum  of  persons 
likewise  from  the  County.  (The  Asylum  itself  as  you  are 
aware  being  within  the  limits  of  the  Borough.)  The  actual 
mortality  of  inhabitants  of  the  Borough  would  therefore  be 
2520,  or  23 '3  per  thousand  of  the  estimated  population, 
at  the  end  of  1874,  which  is  the  lowest  of  all  the  Manu¬ 
facturing  downs  in  England,  and  one  of  the  lowest  of 
the  non-manufacturing  Towns. 

1  may  take  this  opportunity  of  remarking  that  the  ratio 
ol  mortality  for  the  Borough  of  Leicester,  as  published  in 
the  Registrar  Generals  Weekly  Return,  is  calculated  from 
the  deaths  actually  registered  within  the  Borough,  without 
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ciny  correction ,  either  from  deaths  of  Borough  Residents 
occurring  outside  the  Borough,  or  for  deaths  of  extra  muni¬ 
cipal  Residents  occuring  within  the  Borough.

Making  altogether  437.),  and  an  excess  of  births  over 
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deaths  (corrected)  of  1855  ;  and  a  diminution  of  births  as 
compared  with  last  year  of  77.  The  number  of  births  in 
the  March  Quarter  being  as  usual  the  most  numerous. 


On  referring  to  the  Table  which  I  have  given  this  year 
of  the  ayes  at  death  from  all  causes,  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
deaths  under  five  years  amount  to  1243,  or  very  nearly 
half  the  deaths  of  the  whole  population  from  five  years 
upwards.  And  having  been  requested  to  state  my  opinion 
of  the  cause  of  this  great  infantile  mortality,  the  first  step 
l  think  is  to  ascertain  what  are  the  diseases  to  which  the 
deaths  are  attributable  ;  and  (he  next  to  enquire  whether  the 
disease  is  really  the  cause  of  death,  or  whether  it  is  not 


the  antecedent  state  of  the  sufferer  which  causes  the  fatal 
termination.  Let  us  enquire  then  what  is  the  malady  which 
is  the  most  fatal  to  the  infantile  population.  On  referring 
to  the  Table  we  shall  find  that  it  is  Atrophy  and  Debility; 
and  from  this  disease  alone  in  1874,  220  children  perished 
within  the  first  year  of  life,  and  only  ]  3  in  the  second. 
They  were  in  fact,  born  dying,  and  no  carefully  selected 
diet  or  medical  skill  could  avert  the  inevitable  result ;  not 
even  the  nursing  on  the  mother’s  milk  alone.  This  then, 
is  a  disease  entirely  dependant  on  congenital  debility. 
Turning  to  our  Table  again,  to  ascertain  what  disease  is  the 
next  in  its  fatality  to  infants,  we  find  that  from  Diarrhoea 
alone,  218  deaths  took  place  before  the  first  year  of  life  was 
completed,  and  31  more  before  the  second  year  was  entered 
upon,  (that  is  from  one  up  to  two  years  of  age),  making  482 
deaths  from  these  two  diseases  alone.  And  I  believe  that 
both  may  be  referred  to  one  and  the  same  cause,  viz.,  the 
weakly  constitution  of  the  patients. 

That  it  is  heat  which  gives  rise  to  summer  diarrhoea  is 
I  believe,  now  almost  generally  acknowledged.  The  Society 
of  Medical  Officers  of  Health,  in  London,  met  last  year  to 
consider  the  question,  and  their  verdict  was,  I  believe, 
almost  unanimous  in  the  affirmative,  i  may  here  perhaps, 
be  excused  for  quoting  what  1  wrote  in  my  report  for  the 
year  1868,  as  to  the  manner  in  which  heat  acts  in  setting 

O 

up  the  disease.  [Page  23.] 

“I  believe  then  simple  heal  is  the  cause  of  summer 
Diarrhoea  in  this  Country  ;  that  all  ages  are  affected  by  it  ; 
that  in  the  strong  and  robust  it  easily  yields  to  treatment, 
or  even  to  diet ;  but  in  weakly  children  it  runs  a  ditt'erent 
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and  a  longer  course,  and  that  in  them  the  strong  recover, 
and  the  weak  succumb.  The  mode  in  which  heat  acts  in 
predisposing  to  the  occurrence  of  Diarrhoea,  and  in  keeping 
it  up  in  the  weak,  is,  I  conceive,  by  inducing  a  relaxation 
and  atony  of  the  whole  system,  and  of  the  digestive  organs 
in  particular,  so  that  the  stomach  is  unable  to  digest  certain 
articles  of  food,  which  at  other  times  in  a  lower  temperature, 
would  be  digested  without  difficulty,  that  these  articles  of 
food  passing  from  the  stomach  in  an  undigested  state,  set 
up  irritation  in  the  mucous  membrane  of  the  bowels,  and 
consequent  Diarrhoea  (an  effort  of  nature  to  expel  them). 
That  in  weakly  children,  this  irritation  of  the  mucous 
membrane  of  the  intestine  once  induced,  is  kept  up  even 
by  the  simplest  food,  so  that  it  cannot  be  digested,  and  the 
child  dies  from  weakness,  the  result  of  want  of  nourishment 
and  of  the  diarrliceal  discharges.  To  account  for  the  greater 
prevalance  of  the  disease  and  greater  mortality  in  some 
towns  than  in  others,  we  must,  I  think,  take  into  con¬ 
sideration  two  circumstances — the  situation  of  the  town, 
and  the  vigour  of  its  infantile  inhabitants.  As  heat  is 
presumed  to  be  the  predisposing  cause,  the  cases  will  be 
fewer  in  towns  which  are  spacious,  airy,  situated  in  hilly 
districts,  or  by  the  seaside,  and  still  more  so,  where  the 
infants  are  robust,  as  in  the  country ;  on  the  other 
hand  the  cases  will  be  more  numerous,  and  the  mor¬ 
tality  greater  in  thickly  peopled  towns,  with  a  debilitated 
population,  as  in  most  of  our  large  seats  of  manufacturing 
industry.”  If  such  be  the  effect  then  of  suitable  and  proper 
food,  how  much  must  the  disease  be  aggravated  by  food 
unsuitable  for  the  digestion  of  an  infant.  The  Sanitary 
Authority  being  deeply  impressed  by  these  considerations, 
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at  the  beginning  of  last  year,  referred  the  question  of  the 
most  suitable  infantile  diet  to  Drs.  Clarke,  Sloane,  and  my¬ 
self  ;  Dr.  Marriott  was  also  consulted  ;  &  recommendations 
were  agreed  to,  which  were  ordered  to  be  printed  and  widely 
circulated  ;  this  is  effected  principally  through  the  medium 
of  the  Local  Registrars,  who  were  requested  to  give  a  copy 
to  each  individual  who  came  to  their  oflices  to  register  the 
Birth  of  a  child.  I  do  not  doubt  but  that  this  plan  will 
have  a  most  salutary  effect. 

A  large  section  of  the  public  believe  that  summer 
Diarrhoea  is  generated  by  the  insanitary  state  of  the 
town  where  it  prevails  ;  I  dissent  entirely  from  this  view 
of  the  case,  and  believe  that  summer  Diarrhoea  is  not 
a  Zymotic  disease,  but  is  generated  in  the  mode  I  have 
stated. — Dr.  Buck,  in  the  Report  which  he  lias  recently 
published  of  the  health  of  the  combined  Districts  of 
Leicester,  states  that  the  number  of  deaths  from  Diarrhoea 
in  the  purely  agricultural  Districts,  is  extremely  small,  and 
yet  many  of  these  Districts  have  no  proper  sewerage,  and 
their  sanitary  state  generally,  cannot  be  compared  to  that 
of  Leicester.  How  is  it  possible  then,  I  ask,  to  reconcile 
these  facts  with  the  favourite  hypothesis  that  the  deaths 
from  Diarrhoea  are  caused  by  the  insanitary  state  of  the 
town  where  they  occur.  And  why  have  the  inhabitants  of 
Country  Districts  an  almost  complete  immunity  from  the 
mortality  which  devastates  the  manufacturing  towns.  The 
solution  of  this  question  I  think,  has  been  hitherto  obscured 
by  confounding  the  causation  of  the  disease,  with  the  causes 
of  its  mortality ;  two  circumstances  entirely  distinct  from 
each  other. 
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The  disease  itself  is  caused  in  the  manner  I  have  before 
stated  ;  it  attacks  indiscriminately  all  localities,  all  ages, 
and  all  classes,  but  is  fatal  (as  the  Tables  I  have  given 
prove)  only  in  the  extremes  of  age,  that  is,  in  those  who 
have  not  stamina  to  resist  its  debilitating  effects.  And  if 
this  be  true,  it  accounts  for  the  difference  in  the  mortality 
being  so  much  greater  in  towns  than  in  the  Country 
Districts,  and  so  much  higher  in  manufacturing  towns  than 
in  others. 

The  Country  Districts  owing  their  immunity  from  its 
fatality  to  the  vigour  of  constitution,  which  is  inherent  in 
an  hereditarily  robust  population,  whose  lives  and  those  of 
their  offspring  are  passed  in  the  open  air. 

The  inhabitants  of  factory  towns  on  the  other  hand,  owe 
their  debility  to  the  gradual  degeneration  of  themselves,  and 
their  forefathers  and  mothers  by  a  factory  life,  until  a  race 
is  generated  which  is  so  debile  as  to  be  unable  to  resist  the 
first  shock  of  disease,  whatever  aspect  it  may  assume. 
Hence,  as  I  hinted  when  speaking  of  atrophy  and  debility, 
the  identity  which  exists  in  the  cause  of  the  mortality  of 
both  diseases. 

ZYMOTIC  DISEASES. 

Small  Pox.' — It  is  a  subject  of  congratulation  that  this 
year  there  has  not  been  a  death  from  Small  Pox,  and  I 
believe  not  a  single  case  ;  last  year  there  were  only  two. 

Measles. — The  deaths  have  amounted  to  24,  the  lowest 
number  that  I  have  recorded  since  the  year  1SG7.  I  fear 
that  this  year  will  not  pass  away  without  an  outbreak  in 
an  epidemic  form. 
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Scarlatina. — Several  eases  of  this  disease  have  occurred 
during  the  year,  but  they  have  generally  been  of  a  mild 
form  ;  there  were  2  deaths  in  the  first  quarter,  1  in  the 
second,  4  in  the  third,  and  11  in  the  fourth.  1  death  also 
occurred  in  the  Borough  Hospital,  making  19  as  the  total 
mortality  during  the  year. 

Diptheria. — I  am  happy  to  be  able  again  to  announce 
only  S  deaths  from  Diptheria  during,  the  year. 

Croup. — The  deaths  from  Croup  have  been  17,  one  less 
than  last  year. 

Whooping  Cough. — Also  shows  a  considerable  decline 
in  numbers,  the  mortality  was  less  by  40  deaths  than  in 
1874. 

Enteric  Fever. — Shows  a  diminution  of  3  deaths,  as 
compared  with  the  preceding  year  ;  the  number  registered 
having  been  39,  which  includes  4  deaths  of  Country  people 
who  died  in  the  Fever  House  ;  and  deducting  these  4 
deaths,  the  true  mortality  will  be  35  ;  the  deaths  last  year 
having  been  41. 

Typhus  Fever. — 3  deaths  from  Fever  thus  designated 
were  registered  in  1874.  The  number  in  1873  having  been 
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two. 

Fever  not  specified. — The  number  registered  this  year 
has  been  G  ;  showing  a  diminution  of  3  as  compared  with 
last  year. 

Er  ysipelas. — This  disease  has  been  more  prevalent  and 
fatal  in  1874  than  in  any  previous  year.  The  deaths  have 
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amounted  to  31  registered,  and  to  4  in  the  Borough 
Hospital,  making  altogether  35.  I  have  visited  all  the 
houses  where  it  occurred,  and  have  been  unable  to  discover 
any  adequate  cause  for  its  existance  ;  and  although  it  is 
considered  to  be  infectious,  have  met  with  no  cases  that 
would  corroborate  the  theory.  Although  there  can  be  no 
doubt  that  traumatic  Erysipelas  is  so  in  a  high  degree. 

Metria  or  Puerperal  Peritonitis. — There  have  been 
16  deaths  from  this  disease  The  total  deaths  from  child¬ 
birth  and  the  diseases  of  childbirth  together,  amounted  to 
11.  Last  year,  there  was  no  separate  return  of  Puerperal 
Peritonitis.  It  is  supposed  that  the  contagium  of  Erysipelas 
or  Scarlatina,  when  imbibed  by  a  female  recently  confined, 
will  give  rise  to  Puerperal  Fever  ;  whether  this  theory  is 
correct  or  not,  I  cannot  say  from  my  own  experience,  and 
have  very  strong  doubts  of  its  accuracy  ;  but  if  it  were  true, 
the  unusual  prevclance  of  Erysipelas  would  to  some  extent 
account  for  the  increase  of  deaths  from  Puerperal  Fever 
during  the  year.  But  however  this  may  be,  there  can  be 
little  doubt  that  a  person  going  from  the  bedside  of  a  female 
who  is  suffering  from  Puerperal  Fever  to  the  bedchamber  of 
a  lying-in  woman,  will  most  probably  infect  her  with  that 
terrible  disease,  which  is  almost  uniformly  fatal. 

Diarrhcea  and  Dysentery. — The  deaths  have  amounted 
to  257  ;  last  year  they  were  314  ;  in  1S72,  305  ;  and  in 
1871,  303  ;  which  shows  a  considerable  improvement, 
(without  taking  into  consideration  the  increase  of  popu¬ 
lation  during  these  years)  ;  and  I  hope  it  may  be  indicative 
of  increasing  vigour  in  the  rising  generation. 
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Rheumatism.— There  are  18  deaths  registered  as  arising 
from  this  cause.  Last  year  there  were  only  4  ;  but  the 
return  is  very  variable,  for  the  reasons  I  stated  in  my  Report 
last  year. 

Alcoholism. — There  have  been  2  deaths  from  excessive 
drinking  ;  the  number  is  the  same  as  last  year.  The  deaths 
caused  by  the  indirect  effects  of  drinking  are,  I  may  repeat, 
included  among  the  diseases  to  which  the  habit  has  given 
rise. 

Thrush. — The  deaths  have  amounted  to  12  ;  the  number 
last  year  having  been  ten. 

CONSTITUTIONAL  DISEASES. 

Dropsy. — The  deaths  have  been  only  7  ;  last  year  they 
were  13  ;  in  1872,  1G  ;  and  in  1871,  25  ;  It  is  doubtful 
however,  whether  any  real  diminution  has  taken  place,  as 
dropsy  is  a  result  or  an  accompaniment  of  many  diseases  of 
the  heart,  chest,  and  kidneys,  which  have  been  returned 
under  their  respective  names. 

Cancer. — I  regret  to  say  that  the  deaths  from  Cancer 
have  increased  to  47,  which  is  the  highest  I  have  recorded  ; 
the  deaths  last  year  were  3G. 

Mesenteric  Disease. — The  number  of  deaths  have  been 
2G  ;  last  year  they  were  only  1G,  but  this  amount  is  much 
below  the  usual  average. 

Consumption. — I  am  happy  again  this  year  to  have  to 
note  a  decrease  of  22  deaths,  as  compared  with  last  year, 
when  they  were  232,  which  was  the  lowest  number  that 
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had  been  recorded  since  the  year  1866.  This  is  another 
indication  of  increasing  vigour  and  stamina  in  the  rising 
generation. 

Hydrocephalus. — The  deaths  this  year  only  amount  to  7. 
The  lowest  number  I  have  ever  recorded  has  been  17,  in 
the  year  1868.  The  remark  which  I  have  just  made,  is 
equally  applicable  to  this  disease  as  it  is  to  Phthisis. 

Diseases  of  the  Nervous  System. — The  deaths  from 
Inflamation  of  the  Brain,  Spine,  and  Membranes,  are  again 
19,  the  same  as  last  year,  which  was  the  lowest  for  eight 
years. 

LOCAL  DISEASES. 

Apoplexy. — There  is  an  increase  from  this  disease  ;  the 
deaths  having  amounted  to  60  this  year ;  the  number  last 
year  having  been  40. 

Paralysis. — On  the  other  hand,  we  have  a  considerable 
decrease  in  the  deaths  from  Paralysis,  the  number  having 
been  33,  the  lowest  number  recorded  since  1866,  when  they 
amounted  to  44. 

Epilepsy. — The  deaths  only  have  been  8  ;  last  year  they 
were  14.  Many  of  these  deaths  occurred  as  they  generally 
do,  in  the  Lunatic  Asylum. 

Convulsions.- — The  deaths  have  amounted  to  189  ;  last 
year  they  were  187.  This  is  one  of  those  infantile  diseases, 
which  is  due  to  Congenital  Debility,  and  improper  diet. — 
Including  all  the  diseases  of  the  nervous  system,  the  num¬ 
ber  is  396,  as  compared  with  360  in  1873,  and  330  in  1872. 
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DISEASES  OF  THE  HEART. 


These  diseases  also  show  a  slight  increase.  The  number 
of  deaths  having  been  139  in  1874,  134  in  1873,  116  in 

1872,  and  114  in  1871. 

DISEASES  OF  THE  RESPIRATORY  ORGANS. 

Bronchitis. — The  deaths  have  been  199  from  this  disease 
in  1874,  of  which  76  were  under  five  years  of  age.  This 
is  a  decrease  with  reference  to  1873,  when  they  amounted 
to  203  ;  in  1872,  they  were  only  172  ;  in  1871,  they  were 
220  ;  and  in  1870,  205. 

Pneumonia,  or  Inflammation  of  the  Lungs.  There  is 
also  a  decrease  in  the  deaths  from  this  disease,  from  146  in 

1873,  to  130  in  1874  ;  of  these  deaths,  67  were  under  five 
years  of  age.  146  was  the  highest  number  they  had  attained 
in  any  of  the  preceding  eight  years. 

Pleurisy. — The  deaths  have  amounted  to  7  ;  and  from 
Asthma  to  13.  The  deaths  from  other  affections  of  air 
passages,  not  specified,  have  been  20. 

DISEASES  OF  THE  DIGESTIVE  ORGANS. 

Gastritis,  or  Inflammation  of  the  Stomach.  There  have 
been  3  deaths  ;  and  in  1873,  2  ;  in  no  year  since  1866 
have  they  exceeded  7. 

Enteritis — Inflamation  of  the  Bowels. — The  deaths  have 
been  30  in  1  S 7 4  ;  (twenty  of  which  were  under  five  years 
of  age)  ;  in  1873,  19  ;  and  in  1872,  17;  in  1871,  they 
were  23. 
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Peritonitis. — The  deaths  have  amounted  to  24  ;  (none 
of  these  deaths  were  under  five  years  of  age)  ;  in  1873,  they 
were  15.  From  other  diseases  of  Stomach  and  bowels,  there 
were  27  deaths  ;  causes  not  specified. 

Liver  Diseases. — There  were  29  deaths  entered  under 
this  head,  in  1874  ;  15  in  1873. 

KIDNEY  AND  URINARY  DISEASES. 

Nephria  or  Albuminuria. — Ten  deaths  from  this  disease 
were  recorded  in  1874,  6  in  1873,  14  in  1872,  and  16  in 
1871.  The  ages  at  death  were  from  five  years  to  seventy- 
five  years. 

Diabetes. — 5  deaths  occurred  in  1874,  and  5  in  1873  ; 
in  1870  the  deaths  amounted  to  6,  which  was  the  highest 
number  in  the  last  9  years. 

Disease  of  Kidney. — 9  deaths  arc  recorded  in  these 
general  terms,  the  particular  affection  not  being  specified. 
The  total  deaths  in  this  order  in  1874,  amounted  to  43  ; 
in  1873,  to  32  ;  and  in  1872,  to  37. 

DEVELOPMENTAL  DISEASE. 

Premature  Birth. — The  number  of  these  cases  amounted 
to  76  in  1874,  which  is  an  increase  upon  the  previous  year, 
when  they  amounted  to  54  ;  and  in  1872,  to  G7. 
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Teething. — The  deaths  in  1874,  were  22  ;  in  1873,  31. 
From  Childbirth  and  diseases  of  ditto,  (not  including  Puer¬ 
peral  Peritonitis  or  Metria,  which  is  classified  among  the 
Zymotic  Diseases,  and  already  treated  of,)  there  were  10 
deaths  in  1874,  and  11  in  1873. 

Old  Age. — The  deaths  in  1874,  152;  12G  in  1873  ; 
148  in  1872. 

Atrophy  and  Debility. — The  deaths  in  1874  have 
amounted  to  239,  of  which  234  were  under  five  years 
of  age.  The  number  of  deaths  in  1873,  were  223  ;  and  in 
1872,  256;  in  IS 71,  255.  Having  already  alluded  to  the 
deaths  from  this  cause,  it  is  unnecessary  to  recur  to  the 
subject  here. 


ACCIDENTS  AND  NEGLIGENCE. 

The  deaths  in  1874,  have  been  34  ;  in  1873,  65  ;  in  1872, 
36.  They,  of  course,  are  subject  to  no  general  law,  and 
fluctuate  from  year  to  year. 

SUICIDES. 

These  have  been  9  in  1874,  as  compared  with  5  in  1873, 
and  14  in  1872.
